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Olympic training camp held

Some flew in from as far away as 
San Francisco, Miami and New York. 
Others came in vans from Rhode 
Island, Texas, Louisiana and Maryland. 
Still others traveled by car from Ten- 
nessee, New Jersey, Kansas, Indiana, 
Virginia and Michigan. They all arrived 
at the doors of Carlin Hall at Gallaudet 
on Sunday, June 26, ready for a 
week-long intensive workout in swim- 
ming, track and field, wrestling, basket- 
ball or volleyball. 

More than 100 deaf athletes, coach- 
es and clinicians participated in the first 
Development Sports Training Camp 
sponsored by the U.S. Committee for 
the World Games for the Deaf. The 
camp, said Bill Simpson, chairman of 
the U.S. World Games team, gave 
deaf athletes the opportunity to get the 
same kind of training readily available 
to hearing athletes. In addition to learn- 
ing the newest training techniques, the 
athletes participated in a regional com- 
petition to prepare them to try out for 
the XV World Games for the Deaf, to 
be held from July 10-20, 1985 in Los 
Angeles. 

“T love it (the camp). I’ve learned a 
lot, a new way of playing volleyball— 
Japanese style. It was really worth 
coming here,” said Sally Ripley, an 
18-year-old from the Kansas School for 
the Deaf. She has been accepted by 
Johnson County Community College 
this fall on a basketball scholarship but 
said she will try out for the volleyball 
team for the 1985 World Games be- 
cause volleyball is her first love. Her

coach, Scott Mose, former women’s 
coach at Rutgers and assistant coach of 
the women’s team at the 1976 Mon- 
treal Olympics, has been selected to be 
head women’s volleyball coach for the 
’°85 games. Mose said he is planning to 
hold a week of volleyball camp next 
summer for deaf athletes. He runs a 
sports camp—judo, gymnastics and 
volleyball—in New York. 

Mose was one of the coaches, top in 
his field, who began a relationship with 
deaf athletes at Gallaudet last month. 
Ron Bazil, head track coach at West 
Point, and Ted McLaughlin, head track 
coach at Southern Methodist Universi- 
ty, have both accepted positions on the 
1985 U.S. World Games for the Deaf 
team staff. “We have some talent here 

all of these athletes have definite 
potential,” said McLaughlin to a 
Washington Post reporter. Both he and 
Bazil said one of the most difficult 
things for them at the camp was com- 
munication. They hope to study sign 
language before the ’85 Games.

Area students to attend CASP program

Sixteen high school students who will 
be entering their junior year this fall 
spent a week this summer at MSSD 
discovering how their interests and 
skills can mesh with career opportuni- 
ties. 

These students, from D.C. and the 
five surrounding states, were part of 
the Career Awareness Summer Project 
(CASP), a joint project developed by 
faculty members of Gallaudet College 
and the National Technical Institute for 
the Deaf in Rochester, NY. They came 
from residential schools, oral and main- 
stream programs, day schools and total 
communication programs. 

While this summer experience was 
not the first time students have been 
exposed to career awareness and infor- 
mation, the program has been de- 
signed to “cap” or pull together their 
experiences, explained Judy Egelston- 
Dodd, CASP coordinator. Dodd works 
for Gallaudet’s Pre-College division and 


NTID’s division of Career Opportuni- 
ties. She said CASP, which is an ex- 
tension of the National Project on 
Career Education, focuses on the 
needs of deaf high school students of 
average or above-average abilities by 
offering them an intensive week of ac- 
tivities related to career awareness and 
exploration. 

“Students are supposed to begin to 
look at their last two years of school 
and, based on the information they get 
in CASP, they should pick electives to 
go along with future career plans,” said 
Carol Beckman, a program supervisor 
at MSSD involved with the project. 

During the week of July 5-9, stu- 
dents participated in activities that in- 
cluded a field trip to the U.S. Govern- 
ment Office of Cartography, where 
they talked with deaf people in various 
jobs. Students paired up and visited in- 
dividuals working on the Gallaudet 
campus, then shared information about

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Charlie Day, coordinator of physical 
education, recreation and athletics at 
the Maryland School for the Deaf, was 
one of the coaches participating in the 
camp who has had a long involvement 
with U.S. teams competing in the 
World Games. He brought 24 athletes 
with him to Gallaudet from the Mary- 
land School to train in basketball, track 
and field, and wrestling. “Our kids are 
still talking about the camp . . . about 
how rough the sprinting workouts were 
and how terrific the whole experience 
was. The only complaint I received was 
that the camp was not long enough,” 
he said. “I think it was the best week 
anyone ever had,” Day continued. “It 
was great for our kids to be exposed to 
different athletes from across the coun- 
try and different kinds of coaching 
philosophies. It was a fantastic ex- 
perience for any kind of athlete.” 

The U.S. Committee for the World 
Games team said that next year it is 
planning to sponsor three regional 
Development Sports Training Camps— 
in the eastern, central and western 
regions of the country.

Tips on protecting your lockers 


Note: The following article is part of a 
series that will appear in On the Green 
periodically concerning crime and crime 
prevention. 

During the 1982-83 school year, 
one of the crimes that continued to 
show up in Department of Safety and 
Security statistics was the breaking and 
entering of lockers in physical educa- 
tion facilities. 

In November, 1982, 23 lockers in 
the Field House and Hughes Gymna- 
sium were broken into. Items taken 
from both men’s and women’s lockers 
included cash, watches, jewelry and 
clothing. The value of these items was 
more than $550. Thanks to a tip pro- 
vided by a staff member and investi- 
gative work by DOSS personnel, a 
suspect was identified and arrested. In 
addition, the suspect admitted respon- 
sibility for another 17 locker break-ins 
in other campus buildings. 

In May, 1983, 14 lockers in the 
Field House were broken into. The 
value of items taken in these thefts was 
more than $250. A suspect has been 
arrested in connection with these thefts.

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their visits with other students. They 
also worked on computers every eve- 
ning. Instructors from NTID, Gallaudet, 
MSSD, KDES, the University of 
Nebraska and University of Rochester 
used videotapes, slides and films, dis- 
cussion and hands-on experience to 
present information on careers. 

Parents took part in the first and last 
day of the project. “They learned to 
view themselves as workers and role 
models for their children and also 
heard a panel of successful deaf adults 
talk about the barriers they faced in the 
job market,” explained Egelston-Dodd. 
During the last day of CASP, parents 
and their children developed a personal 
career plan to help the students decide 
which courses to take their last two 
years of high school and also to discov- 
er what colleges offered majors in their 
fields of interest. 

Bostonian Gail Gibson, mother of 
17-year-old Kathryn who is a junior at 
MSSD, said, “I think the program was 
great for both of us. Kathryn told me 
her views were changed from the 
week-long program.” 

After CASP results are evaluated, 
said Egelston-Dodd, the program will 
be packaged and made available to 
secondary schools to use as an addition 
to their career education programs. 


What can you do? The following ad- 
vice is recommended when using lock- 
er room facilities: 

¢ Do not lock cash, wallets, watch- 


-es, jewelry or articles of value in 


lockers. It took the suspects in these 
cases less than five seconds to break a 
lock on a locker. 

e The only items that should be 
placed in lockers are articles of cloth- 
ing. 

e Report suspicious persons in phys- 
ical education facilities to DOSS. The 
first suspect was caught due to a tip 
from a staff member who really didn’t 
think the information would help.
